Music  should  be 
made  a  principle  of  popttlar  ||iocation.  Let  the 
afTections  of  children  generally  flow  otrt  in  the  en¬ 
chanting  strains  of  music,  and  they  would  soon 
fill  the  land  with  joy  and  kindness.  The  church 
would  soon  rejoice  in  the  increase  of  her  numbers, 
and  the  sweetness,  beauty,  and  soul-etirriug  power 
of  her  music.  The  w^rs  whkh  tern  our 
mighty  rivers,  before  they  readi  the  oceui,  fintiliss 
our  hills  and  deles. 

So  the  moral  world  should  be  lefradied  and  Im- 
tilized  by  the  sweet  and  flowing  streams  of  musu^ 
before  they  are  all  coneentratea  ih  that  gnusd  ana 
eternal  chorus  above. 

Such  a  happy  result  however,  can  only  spring 
from  the  universal  euhivatien  of  music.  This 
would  soon  cause  the  thrilling  notes  of  joy  to  Mho 
throughout  our  entire  land.  Whole  congregations 
would  then  engage  in  the  delightful  work  of  mu¬ 
sical  culture.

Sr  EBV.  J.  S.  C.  ABSOTT. 

The  ship  Globe,  of  Nantucket,  weighed  anchor 
for  a  three  years  whaling  voyage  around  Cape 
Horn,  the  15th  of  December,  1822.  The  ship’s 
company  consisted  of  the  captain,  Thomas  Worth, 
of  Edgartown,  first,  second,  and  third  mates,  two 
boat-eteerers,  and  tarelve  seamen.  The  boat-steer- 
ers,  as  is  usual,  were  considered  officers  and  ate 
at  the  cabin  table.  One  of  these  boat-steerers, 
Samuel  B.  Comstock,  was  one  of  the  most  de. 
proved  and  fiend-like  young  men,  of  whom  even 
history  affords  any  record.  He  probably  entered 
the  ship,  with  the  deliberate  intention  of  exciting 
a  mutiny,  murdering  the  officers,  and  taking  pos¬ 
session  of  the  ship.  Comstock  had  a  younger 
brother  on  board,  to  whom  he  had  partially  dis- 
cloaed  his  plans,  and  whom  he  had  intimidated  by 
the  most  diabolical  threata 

In  the  month  of  June,  1824,  while  cruising  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Mulgrave  Islands,  the  bloody 
deed  was  perpetrated.  Comstock  and  his  accom¬ 
plices  took  advantage  of  the  hour  df  the  midnight 
watch,  when  he  was  the  first  officer  upon  deck,  and 
the  captain  and  the  mates  asleep  below,  to  execute 
his  fell  design,  Softly  entering  the  cabin,  which 
was  dimly  lighted  by  the  binnacle  lamp,  he  with 
one  blow  with  an  ax,  severed  the  captain’s  head  in 
two ;  while  at  the  same  moment  «  confederate, 
wielding  a  huge  two-edged  boarding-knife,  such 
as  is  used  in  cutting  blubber  from  the  whale, 
plunged  it  into  the  bowels  of  the  mate,  and  with 
repeated  thrusts,  and  after  a  bloody  struggle,  as¬ 
sisted  by  Comstock,  succeeded  in  dispatching  him. 
The  two  other  mates,  awakened  by  the  murder¬ 
ous  struggle,  lay  trembling  in  their  state  roms,  the  | 
doors  guarded  by  two  of  the  mutineers.  Corn- 
stock' then  fired  a  musket  ball  through  the  door  of 
the  state  room,  in  which  one  of  the  mates  lay,  and 
wounded  him  in  the  mouth.  They  then  opened 
the  door  and  seized  him.  The  mate,  whose  name 
was  Fisher,  plead  earnestly  for  his  life,  but  in  vain. 
He  then  said,  “  if  there  is  no  hope,  I  will  at  least 
die  like  a  man.”  And  having,  by  order  of  Com¬ 
stock,  turned  with  his  face  to  the  wall,  said,  ”  I 
am  ready.”  Com^ock  then  put  the  muzzle  of  a  gun 
to  his  head,  and  firing,  he  fell  dead,  with  his  brains 
scattered  over  the  cabin  floor.  They  then  attack¬ 
ed  the  remaining  mate,  and  run  him  through  with 
a  bayonet.  As  he  lay  weltering  in  his  blood,  im¬ 
ploring  mercy,  Comstock  said  with  oaths,  ”  I  am 
a  bloody  man ;  I  have  a  bloody  heart,”  and  again 
thrust  the  bayonet  through  his  body  deep  into  the 
floor.  The  dying  man  begged  for  a  little  water. 
“I’ll  give  you  water,”  said  Comstock,  and  once 
more 


■unconsciously  it  may  be  rivet¬ 
ing  the  chains  more  closely  on  the  slave. 

By  a  cheerful  act  of  the  brethren,  it  was  voted 
that  the  above  preamble  and  resolations  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  New-York  Observer,  and  in  the  New- 
York  Evangelist.

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Congregatiopsl 
church  in  Homer,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  7th,  1S43,  the 
following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  unani¬ 
mously  adopted : 

Whereas,  as  the  subject  of  American  Slavery  is 
exciting  much  interest  both  at  home-  afid  abroad, 
we  feel  it  to  be  our  imperative  duty  as  a  church  of 
Christ,  and  under  the  influence  of  gospel  princi¬ 
ples,  freely  to  express  our  views  and  feelings  on 


It  teaches,  “  Thou  shaft  have  no  other  god  than 
Moloch  Of  Belial — thou  shaft  deride  the  name  of 
the  Christian’s  Lord  and  God — no  day  shaft  thou 
keep  holy — thou  shaft  do  no  labor— dishonor  thy 
father  and  thy  mother — thou  shaft  kill — thou  shalt 
commit  adultery — thou  shaft  steal — thou  shaft  bear 
false  witness  against  thy  neighbor.”  Diseases  are 
the  ministers  of  his  unholy  cabinet — his  premier 
is  Death. 

We  have  gazed  upon  these  spectacles  and  seen 
what  are  the  miseries  and  sufferings  from  licentious¬ 
ness  ;  and  again  we  ask,  who  will  deny  the  bene¬ 
volence  of  a  cause  whose  object  is  to  rid  the  earth 
of  a  plague  so  abominable  ?  That  object  will  not 
be  achieved  till  the  vicious  nan,  continuing  such, 
as  well  as  woman,  shall- have  been  cast  beyond 
the  pale  of  virtuous  companionship— till  merchan¬ 
dizing  in  impurity  shall  have  become  contrabrand, 
and  a  glorious  moral  millennium  shall  have  com¬ 
menced  its  reign,  and  the  condition  of  man  shall 
remind  of  the  happiness  of  Eden. 

How  different  will  then  be  the  features  of  society! 
We  cannot  but  believe  that  then,  murders  and  rob- 1 
beries  and  suicides  will  have  ceased — the  cells  of 
the  prison-house  lack  for  tenants,  and  the  sword  of 
justice  sleep  in  its  scabbard.  Impurity  will  have 
cast  away  its  polluted  garments,  and  go  foTth  re¬ 
pentant  in  the  robes  of  virtue.  Disease  will  have 
been  shorn  of  .its  locks  and  bound  with  the  thread 
of  gossamer.  Death  will  have  lost  the  keenness 


of  American  Slavey,  as  a  great  moral  and  politi¬ 
cal  evil;  a  foul  stain  upon  our  national  character; 
at  variance  with  the  principles  of  our  most  holy 
religion ;  contrary  to  the  genius  and  principles  of 
our  republican  government,  and  to  the  principles 
of  civil  and  religious  liberty;  subversive  of  the  best 
interests  of  our  beloved  country,  and  particularly 
injurious  to  the  prosperity  and  happmess  of  the 
slaveholding  States. 

Resolved,  That  we  disclaim  the  use  of  casual 
and  unlawful  measures  for  its  removal,  as  having 
a  tendency  to  increase  the  evil  by  exasperating  the 
feelings  and  hardening  the  heart  of  the  slaveholder, 
and  thereby  riveting  the  chains  of  the  slave  the 
more  firmly. 

Resolved,  That  our  reliance  is  rather  upon  the 
clear  exhibition  of  the  truth  spoken  in  love,  and 
upon  earnest  prayer  to  God  that  he  will  lead  to 
the  adoption  of  the  best  measures  for  its  speedy  and 
peaceful  overthrow.

expect  the  products  of  the  earth  to  spring  up — al¬ 
most  without  sowing  the  seed,  the  grain  to  be 
poured  into  their  garners  without  an  effort  on  their 
part.  In  fact,  they  expect  to  become  rich  with 
.very  little  labor. 

Those  who  have  observed  much  of  this  matter, 
have  found  the  remarks  to  be  true  to  a  great  extent. 
Very  many  have  entirely  different  notions  from 
these;  still,ob8ervation  shows  the  truth  of  the  above 
remarks  in  the  case  of  thousands.  For  instance, 
a  lady  from  one  of  the  New-England  States,  whose 
hushed  had  been  elected  a  professor  in  a  flourish¬ 
ing  western  college,  had  such  a  distorted  notion  of 
the  West,  that  she  felt  she  was  about  to  take  up  her 


she  cannot  scent  the  rose.  Science  may  describe 
the  revolving  earth,  trace  the  orbits  of  the  heaven¬ 
ly  bodies;  but  the  thrilling  inspirations  of  the 
bright  scintillations  of  the  northern  sky,  or  the 
glowing  and  golden  hues  of  twilight,  are  beyond 
her  powers  of  description. 

True  philosophy  perverts  no  law  of  nature, 
whether  natural  or  moral.  She  seeks  not  to  ere- 1 
ate  but  to  discover  truth.  In  the  attributes  of  crea¬ 
tion  she  beholds  the  wisdom  of  the  Creator  and  the 
beauty  and  fitness  of  nature’s  laws  and  affinities. 
But,  though  philosophy  may  trace  the  utmost 


residence  among  a  people  but  little  better  than  half 
civilized,  and  felt  that  the  act  was  as  self-denying 
as  that  of  going  to  some  heathen  land. 


When  she 

arrived,  the  lady  wrote  back  to  her  eastern  friends, 
that  as  a  most  wonderful  thing  she  had  found  a 

most  delightful  society  in - 1  On  the  other 

hand,  an  intelligent  man  emigrated  to  this  country 
with  ideas  just  opposite  to  this,  and  when  he  found 
that  there  was  not  such  an  improvement  in  build¬ 
ings,  and  farms,  and  society  as  in  the  old  States  ; 
that  everywhere  were  to  be’  seen  the  marks  that 
this  was  still  a  new  country,  he  was  so  disappoint 
ed  that  he  never  was  reconciled  to  the  country  and 
took  the  first  opportunity  to  return  to  the  East. 

Now  these  notions  are  equally  erroneous.  The 
oldest  State  in  the  West  is  only  50  years  old,  and 
is  it  to  be  expected  that  the  vast  forests  of  such  a 
State  as  Ohio,  are  to  be  removed,  and  in  their  place 
to  be  found  the  elegant  improvements  which  a 
century  and  a  half  have  only  sufficed  to  make  in 
the  East?  Is  it  to  be  expected,  that  through  such 
an  extent  of  country  will  be  found  excellent  roads, 
such  as  intersect  the  East?  Common  judgment 
can  give  you  but  one  answer  to  these  questions. 
But  on  the  other  hand,  he  who  supposes  such  a 
State  as  this  destitute  of  refinement  and  improve- 


boundaries  of  truth,  she  caimot  define  those  mys¬ 
tic  and  sympathetic  affections  by  which  heart  com¬ 
munes  with  heart,  and  kindred  emotions  flow  from 
bosom  to  bosom,  as  they  do,  without  the  least  refe¬ 
rence  to  age,  nation,  or  clime. 

The  province  of  effective  poetry  and  music  lies 
within  the  afifections.  Mere  measure'and  verse 
may  be  more  pleasing  to  the  eye  than  plain  prose, 
but  the  effect  is  the  same.  Didactic  and  ethical 
poetry  may  be  instructive,  but  cannot  move  the 
affections.  The  poetical  productions  of  a  mind 
trained  to  the  limitations  of  mathematics  and  the 
exact  sciences  maybe  rich  in  thought,  yet  dead  in 
pathos. 

Musical  science  is  the  result  of  the  union  of  the 
liberal  arts  and  the  sciences  in  general.  The  prin¬ 
ciples  of  musical  science,  therefore,  are  not  founded 
in  the  vagaries  of  heathen  mythology,  nor  the  still

mystic  art  lay  their  treasures  at  his  feet.  The  em¬ 
bellishments  of  literature  give  a  charm  to  his  com¬ 
positions,  and  enrich  them  with  the  beauties  of  re¬ 
fined  thought  and  sensibility ;  and  all  his  produc¬ 
tions  glow  with  the  fire  of  genius  and  excited  feel¬ 
ing.  Thus  they  are  perfect  in  design,  parts,  length, 
character,  and  expression,  and  each  one  forms  a 
beautiful  whole. 

A  mind,  stored  with  the  rich  treasures  of  sci¬ 
ence,  may  unlock  the  hidden  springs  of  nature,  and 
.  draw  from  her  deepest  recesses  the  brightest  gems. 
Such  a  mind  delights  in  innocencyand  purity,  and 
seeks  as  its  themes,  sentiments  of  the  most  pure 
and  lofty  character.  And  the  soul  which  has 
drank  deep  at  the  fountain  of  Divine  knowledge 
is  sure  to  impart  to  its  own  effusions  the  liveliest 
emotions  of  the  heart,  and  deeply  imbue  them  with 
the  sweetest  breathings  of  the  purest  affections.

In  a  few  days, 
thesteward,  a  colored  man,  and  one  ofthe  mutineers, 
was  hung  at  the  yard  arm  by  order  of  Comstock, 
for  beiqg  found  with  a  loaded  pistol,  the  contents 
of  which,  this  guilty  wretch  feared  were  intended 
for  him.  Passing  by  Marshall’s  Island,  they  sent 
a  boat  towards  the  beach,  to  traffick  with  the  natives 
who  might  swim  off  to  it.  And  when  about  to 
leave,  as  a  matter  of  amusement,  they  discharged 
a  volley  of  musket  Mills  into  the  dense  mass  of 
naked  men,  women  and  children  who  were  throng¬ 
ing  th^shore.  And  then  giving  chase  to  a  canoe 
paddled  by  two  natives,  and  notwithstanding  the 

the  part  of  the 


most  imploring  supplications,  on 
helpless  islanders,  which  signs  could  give,  in  the 
mere  gratification  of  a  thirst  for  blood,  they  fired 
upon  then,  and  saw  one  fall  into  the  bottom  of  the 
boat  in  the  agonies  of  death.  A  few  days  after, 
they  shot  another  unofifending  native,  in  the  most 
unprovoked  and  wanton  cruelty. 

On  the  13th  of  February,  they  came  to  anchor 
at  a  small  island  of  the  Mulgra^

mediately  commenced  dismantling  the  ship,  and 
conveying  all  her  materials  on  shore;  after  which, 
it  was  Comstock’s  intention  to  bum  the  hull,  and 
to  live  with  the  natives  in  savage  freedom  and  lost,  si 
The  laws  which  Comstock  an^  his  wretched  asso-  te 
ciates  issued,  were,  “  that  if  any  one  saw  a  soul  n 
and  did  not  report  it  immediately,  he  should  be  put  cl 
to  death,  If  any  one  refused  to  fight  a  ship,  he  tl 
should  be  put  to  death ;”  and  the  manner  of  their  n 
death  was  thus :  “  They  should  be  bound  hand  and  i 
foot,  and  boiled  in  the  try-pots  of  boiling  oil.”  tl 
The. next  day  a  quarrel  occurred  between  Com-  v 
stock  and  another  of  the  prominent  mutineers,  by  d 
the  name  of  Paine,  when  the  former,  apprehensive 
of  a  cmispiracy  against  him,  forsook  his  comrades  e 
and  joined  the  natives,  and  appeared  to  be  very  t 
active  in  stimulating  them  to  rise  and  massacre 
the  ship’s  company.  Consequently,  Paine  and  1 
others  with  load^  muskets,  stationed  themselves  e 
in  ambush,  and  as  Comstock  approached  fired  up-  t 
on  him,  as  he  was  crying  out,  “  don’t  shoot  me,  i 
don’t  shoot  ine,”  and  he  fell,  one  ball  having  pass-  t 
ed  through  his  body,  and  another  through  his  \ 
head.  And  then  Paine,  rushing  upon  him  with  an  1 
ax,  with  one  blow,  nearly  severed  his  head  from  i 
his  body.  He  was  immediately  buried  in  the  sand,  i 
the  funeral  ceremony  consisting  of  reading  a  chapt-  < 
er  from  the  Bible,  and  firing  a  musket  over  his  i 
grave. 

Several  of  the  crew,  who  to  save  their  lives  had 
been  compelled  te  submit  to  the  mutineers,  and 
apparently  to  co-operate  in  their  plans,  formed  the 
intentiem  of  escaping  with  the  ship,  which  design 
they  efi'ected,  by  cutting  the  cables  at  night,  and 
putting  to  sea,  with  one  of  the  mutineers  on  board, 
Paine  and  the  rest  of  the  mutineers  being  on  shore. 
After  a  long  passage,  the  Globe  was  taken  by  the 
five  men  who  escaped  into  Valparaiso,  and  from 
thence  was  sent  by  the  United  States  Consul  to 
Nantucket. 

There  was  now  left  upon  the  Island,  Paine  and 
nine  other  men,  several  of  whom  were  supposed 
to  be  innocent  in  the  matter  of  the  mutiny.  This 
makes  more  than  the  original  ship’s  company,  for 
the  captain  had  shipped  several  new  sailors  at  the 
Sandwich  Islands.  The  mutineers  were  now  in 
great  terror,  lest  a  man-of-war  should  be  dispatch¬ 
ed  by  the  United  States  Government  for  their  ar¬ 
rest  ;  ai^  immediately  commenced  constructing  a 
boat,  with  which  te  escape  from  the  Island.  In  a 
few  days,  however,  in  consequence  of  the  brutal 
treatment  of  a  young  native  female  by  Paine,  the 
natives  rose  upon  the  saibrs,  and  with  hideous 
yells,  massacred  all  but  two.  These  two.

been  received  from  the  new  missionary  station  of  the 
American  Board  on  the  Gaboon  river,  in  Africa,  which 
represents  it  to  be  in  a  most  prosperous  and  prom¬ 
ising  condition.  Children  are  sent  punctually  and  cheer¬ 
fully  to  the  schools,  and  the  service  on  the  Sabbath  al¬ 
most  universally  attended,  and  the  old  habits  of  Sabbath 
trading  well  nigh  broken  up.  The  prospects  are  that  the 
mission  will  speedily  gain  a  permanent  foothold  among 
that  interesting  people,  though  it  will  not  be  without  a 
struggle.  Already  the  French  Catholics  are  on  the 
ground,  ready  to  re-enact  the  courageous  and  dignified 
scenes  of  the  Sandwich  Islands.  They  have  attempted 
to  buy  out  the  mission,  by  purchasing  thp  .country.  Not 
succeeding  in  this,  they  procured  consent  to  build  an  ar¬ 
senal,  and  other  houses.  They  keep  an  armed  ship  there 
all  the  tine. 

This  successful  enterprise  teaches  some  important 
lessons,  which  the  public  ought  not  to  forget.  For  sev¬ 
eral  years,  labor  and  money  were  expended  on  ’hat  West 
African  mission,  while  connected  with  the  colony  at 
Gape  Palmas,  without  the  least  success.  Affairs  grew 
so  bad  at  last,  that  it  had  to  be  abandoned.  Now,  no 
sooner  is  it  removed  from  that  station,  and  disconnected 
from  all  the  vicious  inflaences  which  must  always  grow 
out  of  a  merely  commercial  colony,  however  well  con¬ 
ducted,  than  it  flourishes  at  once,  and  the  cheering  prom- 1 
ise  is  that  the  gospel  will  speedily  have  free  coarse  and 
be  glorified.

sound,  the  Roaring  Rock.  It  is  a  narrow  split  or  chasm 
in  the  tocky,  jagged,  perpendicular  coast,  about  wide 
enough  for  the  boat  to  enter,  and  extending,  some  say 
for  miles  into  the  country.

Into  this  chasm,  the  tide,  when  it  enters,  dashes  and 
flings  itself  with  such  fury,  like  a  hyena  just  canght  fit  a 
cage,  that  the  subterranean  thunder  is  terrific;  and  in  a 
storm,  the  spray  from  the  crashing,  bellowing  waves  in 
their  prison,  spouts  out  of  the  earth  like  the  explosion  of 
a  steam  engine,  and  it  seems  as  if  the  continent  would 
be  tom  asunder.  It  is  a  sight  and  a  a  sound  well  worth 
visiting  and  hearing.  Indeed,  I  know  of  few  things  more 
sublime  than  the  bellowing,  ot  this  under-ground  roar  of 
the  ocean,  when  a  ground-swell  pours  through  the  cavern, 
or  a  tearing  wave,  diiven  by  the  tempest,  is  wedged 
into  it. 

You  will  take  notice  that  these  breaches,  of  which  I 
have  spoken,  are  the  most  admirable  and  desirable  places 
that  you  could  anywhere  choose  for  sea-bathing.  You 
t  may  undress  and  lay  your  clothes  upon  the  rocks,  and 
'  then  ran  through  the  snrf  into  smooth  water,  and  let  the 
waves  play  with  you,  and  they  will  bear  you  up  as  they 
I  would  a  life-preserver.  You  may  lay  yourself  beneath

[  speak  in  a  figure,  the  whole  Atlantic  rolls  over  yon. 
Hold  your  breath  well,  till  you  get  into  the  hollow,  and 
now  you  come  dripping  up  again.  You  may  walk  out  a 
g  great  distance  into  the  ocean,  till,  standing  on  tiptoe,  your 
(  chin  is  jost  above  the  surface  of  the  water,  and  then  the 
g  great  rolling  wave-  that  is  coming,  tosses  yon  up  many 
feet  from  the  bottom.  Sea-bathing,  under  these  cirenm- 
g  stances,  is  delightfnl  and  invigorating,  to  a  degree,  which 
those  who  know  the  salt  water  only  in  your  confined 
g  Battery  baths,  can  by  no  means  conceive  of. 

Here,  too,  are  solitary  walks,  where  all  is  simplicity, 
verdure,  and  quiet.  There  are  bare,  rugged  rocks,  which  1 
^  the  running  evergreens  seek  to  cover  with  their  indestruc¬ 
tible  foliage— an  emblem,  both  of  them,  of  the  indestrnc- 
tible  ground-work  of  vigor  and  beauty  in  the  New-Eug- 
land  character.

This  warning  voice  kindly  pursues  the  sinner.  It 
speaks  in  the  voice  of  an  earnest  conscience  bidding  him 
beware ;  it  issues  from  the  pages  of  the  holy  book,  with 
every  varied  manner  of  expostulation ;  it  pleads  from  the 
chariot  wheels  of  his  high  providence,  as  with  many 
voices  they  roll  along;  it  entreats,  in  the  language  of 
domestic  affection  as  it  lingers  and  clings  around  the 
deep  places  of  the  soul ;  it  cries  aloud  in  many  sadden 
and  startling  appeals.

to  the  famous  and  knowing  theory  of  some  of  the  Orient¬ 
als.

Now,  the  theory  is  clamorous  in  its  just  demands — 
and  insatiable  as  the  sea.

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ten  Sabbath  days’  journey  if  we  can. 
meats  here  for  general  emancipation,  we  necessarily  look 
for  a  distant  result. {We  may  pray  and  labor  in  this  cause 
every  day ;  but  we  are  doing  only  the  preparatory  work. 
Some  portions  of  it  are  perfectly  lawful  on  the  Lord’s 
day ;  and  let  not  one  such  day  pass  without  hard  strokes 
given  to  the  Bastile  of  oppression.  But  it  has  not  beea 
shown,  it  cannot  be  shown,  that  the  political  and  elec¬ 
tioneering  work  cannot  be  done  on  working  days.

Every  one  learns  while  young.  The  most  popu¬ 
lar  vocal  music  is  glees,  and  a  great  number  of 
glee  societys  exist  in  almost  every  city ;  indeed  it 
■Bight  be  said  that  there  is  no  town  or  village  without  < 
4hem.  Theae  societys  are  composed  mostly,  if  not  ’ 
exclusively  of  men.  The  glees  are  always  sung  ' 
in  full  chorus,  without  accompanyment  of  any  kind. 

Instrumental  music  is  very  much  cultivated, 
■aore  so  than  in  any  other  country. 

Musical  festivals  are  very  common,  at  which, 
nearly,  mt  quite  a  thousand  musicians  and  singers 
come  together,  for  the  performance  of  the  oratorios 
nod  symphonies  of  the  great  masters. 

Church  music  is  exclusively  congregational — 
die  German  choral  being  the  only  music  used. 
The  congregation  always  sing  the  air,  and  the 
orgaiust  plays  what  harmony  he  chouses.  There 
is  an  interlude  played  between  each  line.  No 
expreosion  is  attempted,  but  every  hymn  is  sung 
fortissimo  I  Every  one  of  the  congregation  sings, 
ned  all  aeem  to  consider  it  a  matter  of  solemn  duty. 
It  was  Mr.  J.’s  opinion  that  congregational  sing¬ 
ing  ic  as  perfect  as  it  can  be  in  Germany.  He 
thought  if  used  at  all,  it  should  be  with  choral 
tones,  always  with  an  organ,  and  always  without 
attempting  expression.  Although  in  (^rmany  it 
hM  every  requisite  its  most  zealous  advocates  could 
require,  Mr.  J.  could  not  help  thinking,  it  did 
net  pr^uce  the  efiect  which  would  be  produced 
by  a  well  trained  choir.  The  congregation  might 
be  singing  the  words  when  their  minds  were  any 
where  else ;  but  a  skilfully  trained  choir  often  forces 
the  aentiments  of  the  hymn  upon  the  minds  of  the 
hearers  whether  they  will  or  no.  There  are  many 
hymns  where  congregational  singing  produces  the 
hast  effect,  and  many  where  choir  singing.  Mr. 
i.  thought  good  congregational  singing  far  prefer¬ 
able  to  bad  choir  singing ;  good  choir  singing  far 
better  than  indifferent  congregational  singing ;  but 
a  good  choir,  with  a  congregation  who  can  join  in 
hymns  appropriate  for  the  whole  congregation,  the 
bast  of  all. 

In  conclnsioB  Mr.  J.  gave  a  short  account,  of 
the  great  excitement  now  going  on  among  the 
working  classes  of  London,  with  respect  to  vocal 
nutsic — and  an  account  of  the  presentation  of  a 
splendid  music  stand,  to  their  teacher,  Mr.  John 
Hulluh,  by  the  first  workingmen’s  singing  class 
of  Exeter  Hall  in  London.

To  the  Friends  of  Freedom  and  Religion. 

The  appeal  here  presented  for  consideration,  is  pnt 
forth  by  Christian  Abolitionists,  ministers  of  the  gospel, 
and  members  of  churches,  concerning  a  measnre  recently 
adopted  by  distinguished  anti-slavery  lecturers  in  West¬ 
ern  New-York.  We  refer  to  their  holding  mass  meet¬ 
ings  on  the  Lord’s  day,  for  the  disenssion  of  political  to¬ 
pics  and  the  promotion  of  electioneering  purposes.  Be¬ 
lieving  this  practice  to  be  fraught  with  evil  inflaences, 
prejadicial  to  the  Sabbath,  and  to  the  cause  of  emanci¬ 
pation  itself,  we  feel  bound  to  enter  a  public  protest 
against  it.  We  do  this,  partly  in  justice  to  our^lves. 


How  noble  the  moral  af¬ 
fections  of  the  latter,  and  how  degrading  those  of  the  for¬ 
mer  !  The  one  felt  the  interests  of  whole  nations  flowing 
in  upon  his  heart;  the  other  lived  tor  personal  fame,  and 
gloried  in  his  white  hands  and  other  puerile  accomplish¬ 
ments.  Yet  even  in  these  most  diminutive  traits  of  Byron 
was  he  not  eqnal  to  the  average  of  the  fashionable  world  I 
What  is  the  vanity  of  dress,  and  of  personal  display  but 
childishness  to  an  immortal  mind  1  What  are  all  the 
prond  distinctions  of  fashion,  but  external  and  ridiculous 
trifles  1  The  man  who  by  any  honest  labor  can  earn  his 
bread  is  independent  of  them  all.  Mach  more  the  man 
whose  heart  embraces  the  great  concerns  of  religion.  In 
these  eternal  glories  occupy  the  mind.  The  deliverance 
of  man  from  the  reign  of  everlasting  sin,  is  a  work  in 
which  all  the  energies  of  the  mind  are  mostnobly  engaged. 
Even  the  thought  of  it  is  thrilling  to  the  soul  of  the  reli¬ 
gious  man.  Why  may  not  this  at  once  be  your  experi¬ 
ence  and  your  business  1 


thorough  investigation.  Mtwever  that  may  be,  such 
men  are  to  be  moved  by  argument,  not  by  denunciation. 
But  the  attack  made  upon  ministers  is  n^rly  nndislin- 
guishing.  It  condemns  the  warmeat  advocates  of  eman¬ 
cipation,  if  they  no  not  come  to  prescribed  standard, 
break  away  from  the  church,  and  preach  for  electioneer¬ 
ing  purposes  on  the  Sabbath.  For  such  ministers  we 
have  only  to  say,  their  work  is  with  the  Lord  and  their 
judgment  with  their  Gfod.  It  is  however,  a  noticeable 
sign  of  the  times,  that  men  engaged  in  one  of  the  most 
benevolent  and  holy  enterprises  should  so  assail  or  disre¬ 
gard  the  divine  institutions  of  the  ministry  and  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  as  to  make  the  righteons  sad,  and  cheer  the  hearts  ot 
infidels  and  profligates.  May  God  open  their  eyes,  to  see 
into  what  company  they  have  firilen,  and  whose  work 
they  are  doing. 

At  a  period  when  the  Sabbath  seemed  almost  forgotten 
by  vast  numbers  in  the  community,  and  its  friends  have 
been  awakened  to  use  vigorous  effort  for  iu  rescue,  it 
is  exceedingly  to  be  lamented  that  professing  Christians 
should  put  in  operation  an  extensive  train  of  measures, 
by  a  new  form  of  desecration,  to  multiply  transgressions 
of  the  holy  commandment  We  therefore,  feel  constrain¬ 
ed  to  invite  the  attention  of  all  friends  of  religion  and 
morality  to  the  subject,  and  entreat  them  to  use  their  in¬ 
fluence  to  resist  the  innovation.  Especially  would  we 
suggest  to  Christian  abolitionists,  whether  they  will  not 
be  strongly  tempted,  by  their  regard  for  the  slave,  to  ap¬ 
prove  and  support  a  measure,  which,  as  Christium,  they 
should  firmly  withstand.  .

devoted  abolitionists,  and  advocates  of  the  same 
general  principles  which  these  lecturers  promnlgate, 
we  are- liable  to  be  regarded  as  approtring  their  present 
movement  also,  if  we  remain  silent.  Our  principal  mo¬ 
tive,  however,  is  a  desire  to  sustain  the  remembrance  of 
the  Sabbath,  which  we  cannot  consent  to  surrender  to 
desecration  and  oblivion,  even  to  secure  the  deliverance 
of  enslaved  millions. 

That  we  may  be  fnlly  understood,  we  briefly  state  our 
own  anti-slavery  principles.  Slaveholding  is  a  heinous 
sin  against  God  and  man.  Every  slaveholder  ought  im¬ 
mediately  to  repent  of  his  sin,  and  release  bis  bondmen. 
Every  church,  now  holding  fellowship  with  the  iniquity 
ought  to  put  it  away.  The  practice,  being  sustained  by 
both  national  and  State  law,  onght  to  be  at  once  abolish¬ 
ed  by  legislative  action.  Every  voter  in  the  land  is  bound 
to  employ  the  elective  franchise  for  freedom  and  right¬ 
eousness,  and  for  the  overthrow  of  legalized  oppression. 
As  to  definite  modes  of  ”  political  action,”  and  the  exist¬ 
ing  “  Liberty  Party,”  we  are  not  entirely  harmonious  in 


Relioious  Wisdom. — We  perceive  that  our  politicians 
are  making  every  exertion  to  accomplish  their  designs, 
and  whether  they  aim  at  private  or  public  interests,  they 
devote  deep  study  and  great  energy  to  their  successiul 
issne.  The  men  of  the  world  are  wiser  in  their  ge»era~ 
tion  than  the  children  ol  light.  But  their  generation  is 
brief,  narrow,  and  ephemeral.  The  objects  which  ordi¬ 
narily  interest  political  men,  are  comparatively  of  tri¬ 
fling  consequence.  We  need  in  the  church  of  Christ  the 
same  steady,  real,  and  intense  efforts  in  order  to  give  its 
spiritnal  principle  a  complete  ascendancy.  The  assert- 
•r  of  these  principles  may  have  an  encouragemenc  which 
the  mere  politician  can  never  have.  He  knows  that 
the  lavor  and  protection  of  the  Almighty  are  pledged  in 
their  behalf,  and  that  therefore  in  all  his  labors  for  their 
extension,  he  is  co-operating  with  the  counsels  and  agen¬ 
cy  of  the  Eternal. 

When,  thereTdrej  we  consider  the  immeasurable  inter¬ 
ests  connected  with  the  pore  and  true  gospel,  why  should 
not  its  promulgation  be  the  great  ol^'ect  of  contrivance 
and  toil  among  all  who  delight  in  the  Savior,  and  love 
the  advancement  of  his  kingdom.  We  need  to  cultivate 
the  power  of  faith.  Yet  we  must  do  this,  not  by  gazing 
on  pictures  of  the  Savior,  nor  by  invoking  the  aid  of  de¬ 
parted  saints,  nor  by  any  system  of  Jesuitism — but  by 
intelligent  reflection  and  fervent  prayer  in  the  closet,  by 
which  onr  lives  shall  be  expended  and  onr  emotions 
aroused.  We  wish  this  spirit  might  more  fully  possess 
the  minds  of  onr  clergy,  to  whom  the  church  natnrally 
look  as  leaders  in  the  great  work  of  onr  enlargement. 
On  them  the  world  also  look  to  understand  the  policy  and 
the  prospects  ot  the  church.  Yet  we  wish  the  same 
spirit  might  b«  widely  diffused^  and  that  in  this  restpect 
all  the  Lord’s  people  were  prophets.

ed  from  a  correspondent,  an  account  of  the  downward  ca¬ 
reer  of  one  of  the  New-Haven  theological  students,  who 
has  become  an  Antinomian  Perfectionist.  The  account 
is  accompanied  by  remarks  which  trace  these  heresies  to 
the  influence  of  the  theology  he  imbibed  at  that  Institu¬ 
tion.

What  if  the  principle  were  to  be  applied  to  Aado- 
ver— and  the  conversion  of  many  of  its  students  to  Epis¬ 
copacy  should  be  charged  to  the  tendency  of  Dr.  Woods’s 
instructions  in  church  government — would  the  imputa¬ 
tion  be  fairl  On  such  a  principle  no  institution  or  doc¬ 
trine  could  escape.  Even  East  Windsor  would  come  in

Mr-  B.  was  greeted  with  hearty  ^ 
cheers,  was  enthusincUcaliy  applanded  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  daring  his  remaiks  an4  iM  their  conclnsion;  and  was 
scarcely  seated  before  we  were  greeted  with  “  Yankee 
Doodle,”  in  full  blast,  from  the  band,  accompanied  yrith 
such  bursts  of  applause  from  the  multitude,  as  I  had  not 
heard  before.  It  was  my  turn  next.  My  introduction, 
reception  and  greeting,  were  of  the  same  character.

There  are  several  r^ely-uon^tructed  bridges  that  cross 
the  river,  the  village  being  pleasantly  scattered  pn  each 
side  of  it,  and  all  the  points  at  which  you  pass  it  are  i 
beautiful.

The  harbor  makes  round  a  point, 
which  forms  one  of  foe  extremities  of  a  little  bay,  where 
there  is  a  dangerous  ledge  in  front ;  and  a  broad  beach 
of  smooth,  fine  sand,  beautilol  to  ride  upon.  Here  is'as 
fine  a  place  for  sea-bathing  as  you  could  find  in  the 
world.  The  sea  breaks  and  roars  magnificently  upon 
this  beach,  though  sometimes  it  is  so  calm  foat  foe  waves 
lightly  lap  upon  foe  sand,  with  a  liquid  musical  gurgle, 
like  an  inland  lake.  .

his  help.  He  begged  for  employment,  that  he  might  get 
his  bread.  By  his  importunity  he  prerailed,  and  was  set 
at  work.  ELe  aOQuitted  himself  well  In  a  few  days  his ' 
employer  asked  nim  If  he  would  go  to  chnrsh  1  He  re¬ 
plied,  that  he  would  do  so,  kn|  he  had  not  clothes  to 
wear.  He  was  then  told,  that  he  might  procure  a  suit, 
and  have  them  on  credit,  till  he  could  piqr  for  them.

So  answera  one,  to  whom  you  apply  for  funds, 
to  auotain  some  one  of  the  various  benevolent  insti¬ 
tutions,  that  adorn  and  bless  the  present  age ;  and 
by  this  answer  thinks  to  prove  to  you  that  he  is 
under  no  obligation  to  do  anything  for  the  cause 
for  which  yon  apply — nay,  tHat  he  isunder  moral 
obligation  not  to  move  a  finger  that  way  until  his 
debts  are  paid.  Now  we  like  justice  above  all 
things;  it  is  of  more  vital  importance  to  the  moral 
universe  then  any  other  principle.  “  Be  just  be¬ 
fore  you  attempt  to  be  generous,  is  a  maxim  we 
with  every  one  to  adopt  ex  animo,  for  we  fear  that 
in  the  present  laxity  of  morals,  so  painfully  demon- 
atrated  by  defalcations  on  every  side,  aad  the  open¬ 
ly  avow^  doctrine  ot  State  repudiation  by  grace- 
politicums,  that  there  may  be  some  who  at¬ 
tempt  to  muisfy  their  consciences,  by  giving  to 
charitable  instuutions,  instead  of  raying  their  credi- 
tora,  deaerving  rather  to  be  called  liberal  thau  jwt, 
especially  if  h  may  be  cheaper.  But  we  repudiate 
at  once  and  for  ever  all  repudiation  ef  just  debts, 
they  are  for  ever  due  till  paid;  and  we  abhor  all 
robbery  ioT  burnt  offering.  Nevertheless,  shall  we  i 
kt  our  indebted  man  pass  without  a  contribution 
the  cause  of  benevolence  t  It  must  depend  on 
tho  naturo  of  his  indebtedness.

indeed  from  obligation  to  give  anything -to  this, 
wr  any  othur  benevolent  enterprise  at  present,  but 
uerktM  m>t  unless  thus  circumstanced.  As  long 
Ur  rrsdit  m  fimnd  to  be  of  any  use  to  inankind,  most 
bosBMSs  me"  will  be  perpetually  in  debt— and 
asuat  of  them  will  make,  as  they  always  have  done, 
un  ndvantage  by  it;  therefore  the  ol^’ection,  “I 
us  in  dsbc,"  coming  from  this  claw  of  men,  is  m 
fcet  an  argument  favoring  their  ability  and  eonse- 
quem  obligation  to  give.  However,  to  cut  our  ar* 
fUBont  aid  aiticlesfaort,  we  remark,  that  all  maa-

foat  which  is  merely  secular— labor,  diversion,  cmploy- 
nuents  pertaining  to  the  present  life  aqd  worldly  interests. 
The  commandment  requires  us  to  rest,  or  cease  irom 
work,  and  from  foe  worldly  avocations  lawfnl  on  other 
days;  and  to  devote  foe  sacred  hours  to  the  worship  of 
GM  in  public  and  private ;  to  meditation  and  prayer,  and 
praise ;  to  teaching,  or  hearing  and  reading  the  wofrd  of 
Qod ;  to  foe  work  of  assuring  our  hearts  and  ways  before 
him,  for  time  and  eternity;  In  all  the  relations  we  sns- 
tain  to  God  and  men ;  to  plans  and  deeds  of  necessity  and 
mercy,  ns  occasions  may  arise. 

The  pmmoters  of  this  measure,  claim  a  right  to  occupy 
the  Sabbath,  pre-eminently  at  the  present  crisis,  for  two 
reasons;  because  it  is  a  work;  and  because  it  is 
merciful.
